* Tornadoes are the most 
violent storms in nature. They 
start when strong gusts of 
warm air blow upward and 
collide with powerful cold 
winds inside a thundercloud.

DT: In Laverne, Oklahoma, in 1991, we saw 
the elouds start to form a wall.

* Clouds are made up of billions of tiny 
droplets of moisture. Rain occurs when a 
cloud loses that moisture because the 
droplets collide, or freeze together, and get 
bigger. So when it rains, parts of a cloud 
are actually falling out of the sky. 


* Hail is caused when moisture inside a 
really cold thundercloud freezes around 
dust particles. More and more layers of ice 
form, and the particles get bigger and 
heavier until they fall.
